WEAVER GIVES CONSENT. 


THE IOWA MEMBER 3 THE 
HOUSE TO DO BUSINESS, ~ 


Assurances Are Given Him Regarding 
the Oklahoma Bill and We Allows the 
Wheels to Start—Amendments to the 
Tarif Bill—Utah Pleading for Admis- 
sion to the Union—Favoring the Abol- 
ishment of Ministers to Foreign Courts 
— Other News from Washington. 


WasnIxorox, D. C., Jan. 12.—Congréssman 
Weaver has decided to permit the House todo 
business. Some sort of an agreement has 
been made with the lowa member. One of 
the rumors current was that the Oklahoma 
people had learned that it was the program 
of their opponents to allow the Oklahoma 
bill to come up immediately and then kill it 
by an adverse vote, which, if true, would of 
course be ample reason tor their failure to 
insist on its consideration. Another story 
was to the effect that Mr. Weaver had. been 
promised an opportunity to cai] up the bill on 
one of the last days of the session, when 
it might be put through under a suspension 
of the rules. But the most probable 
explanation, as appeared upon presen- 
tation of Mr. Randall’s motion to rescind the 
rule requiring adjournment at 5 k every 
afternvon, is that with unlimited sessious be- 
fore them the Oklahoma people — that 
if they can get their bill up again before the 
House they can tire out the opposition and 


secure its passage. It is said to be a con- | 


dition of Mr. Weaver’s surrender that the 
Committee on Rules will report the Randall 
resolution favorably at the earliest opportu- 
nity. Gen. Weaver said that an arrangement 
had been made which is satisfactory to the 
friends of the Oklahoma bil! and will doubt- 
1 teas assure an early vote on measure. 
He does not feel at liberty at present to make 
public the terms of the agreement, but 
asserts that they are satisfactor y.and honora- 
ble to all concerned.

disagree with them, that men are not created 
equal. They admit that they are born physic- 
ally and mentally different Some are weak 
and others are strong. Some healthy, others 
sickly. Some are brainy and others are not. 
Some are naturally honest and benevolent— 
others just the opposite. But the Socialists 
do not wish to allow the strong in body and 
mind to reap the full advantage of these en- 
dowments. For they proceed on the hy potn- 
esi@ that about all that may be gained by the 
men possessing them is taken from their less 
fortunate fellows. If a muscular workman 
makes more than a weakly one, the former 
has, it is claimed, taken more from the com- 
mon fund than his share, and bas therefore 
left less for the latter. If the superior men- 


tal faculties of A bring him in more.than thes 


inferior ones of B, then A, they say, has 
gotten something which beiongs to B, for he 
bas taken more than his due proportion out 
of that fund which was to support them both. 
Therefore they aim at handicapping those 
who are best off in brain and body, just as 
the fleetest horse is handicapped, so that 
what we call natural advantages may be 
neutralized and all men run the race of life 
at the same speed or slowness. 

Thinking thus, the Socialists naturally 
disapprove of any man owning any individ- 
ual property. The fact that he has capital is 
to them evidence that in some way he has 
.deprived some one else of his share cf this 
world’s possessions. Since it is wrong, as 
they claim, for any one to have capital, it is 
dou bly wrong, from their point of view, for 
him to use it in hiring other men for wages 
te work for him to mandfacture goods, to 
raise crops, or to carry on exchanges. The 
man who thus uses his capital and 
makes a profit off what he does, or 
grows, or handles, over and above what he 
pays as wages to the men he hires, is said to 
“exploit” those men—defraud them be- 
cause he has made more out of their labor 
than what that labor cost him and has been 
materially assisted in so doing by that cap- 
ital which they contend was wrongfully ac- 
quired and which should be allowed to earn 
him nothing. 

It is the belief of the Socialist that what- 
ever selling value is added to any raw mate- 
rial by a workman should go to him, and that 
he should not be called on to divide that 
value with the man who hired him. If a brick- 
yard worker gets four dollars for mixing, 
molding, and burning a thousand brick, 
which are sold to a contractor for five, it 18 
apparent to the Socialists that the workman 
has created a value to the clay to the extent 
of about five doliars. But as he got only 
four-fifths of it, it is evident to them that he 
has been exploited“ out of about one 
dollar. The error with this doctrine is in as- 
‘suming for the sake of the argument that 

the wageworker has been wronged by the 
capitalistic manufacturer, when, in reality, 
if there was any wrong, it was to quite 5 dif- 
terent individual who suffered it. 

If the capitalist manufacturer cannot find 
a customer for the things which he has had 
made—for the brick, for instance—he is up 
astump.” If he cannot get a purchaser, then 
hé is out all that he has paid in the form of 
wages and for bis raw materials. and has 
simply some unsalable and therefore value- 
less goods on his hands. Thus ine capitalist 
is continually on the hunt for a consumer, 
‘who makes the value of his commodities. 
He scours the earth to find him. Mr. Armour 
in his search for a market for his canned 
beef offers it at tne East and at the Sduth. 
He selis it to feed the armies of France, Italy, 
aid England. Ho disposes of it wherever he 
can find a purchaser in Asia and Africa and

Id is with him and 
his employer as it is with the wholesale mer- 
chant and the retailer. The latter buys some 
goods of the former and pays for them. If 
he can retail them out to his customers for 
a profit the wholesaler has been defrauded 
of nothing. If the goods remain unsalable 
on the shelves of the retailer he bas to stand 
the loss. He is in the plight of the employer 
if he dannot sell the goods he has paid for 
having manufactured. 

It the capitalist makes much he makes it 
off of the consumer, who paid the price

It is the consumer, 
then, who breathes the breath of life into 
what the workingman has done. It is ne 
who foots all the bills.

BOARD OF EDUCATION ESTIMATES. 

At the last meeting of the Board of Kduca- 
tion estimates of the expenses for maintain- 
ing the public schools for the next year were 
submitted and recommended for presenta- 
tion to the City Council, which will make the 
approvriations to meet those estimates. The 
total was $3,157,338, or $398,288 more than the 
estimates of last year and $750,000 more than 
was appropriated by the Council. The fol- 
lowing tabulated statement will indicate

The Council should insist on itemizing the 
appropriation for school purposes. The bad 
custom of making an omnibus appropriation 
for the schools was established during the 
Harrisonian régime and ought to be aban- 
doned. It was made a cover for the vicious 
practice of drawing on the building and im- 
provement funds to provide increased sal- 
aries for favorite officials. The Council 
should appropriate separately for salaries 
and buildings—in fact, according to the 
itemized estimate as it will be submitted to 
the School Board. Then there will be a cer- 
tainty that the money appropriated 
for extending the school facilities of 
the city will be used for that purpose, 
and the scandal will not be repeated 
of having but two buildings erected in one 
year when the building appropriation of that 
year was $500,000, as was the case during the 
last year of the Harrison School Board. The 
Council might even go further, and stipulate 
that not more than $50,000 should be expend- 
ed on any one building. This would prevent 
the waste of the public money in architect 
ural frills like the new Douglas School, 
which will cost over $100,000 before it is com- 
pleted, about haif the money being wasted so 
far as providing seating capacity is con- 
cerned. 


MUNICIPAL CONTROL AND REGULATION. 

Ald. Dixon is rigut when he says that Ald. 
Ernst’s order in reference to the amendment 
of the General Incorporation act of the 
State in order that municipal bodies may be 
empowered to regulate the rates of telephone 
companies and to impose a tax on instru- 
meuts is too narrow and circumscribed. The 
telephgne monopoly is not the only one over 
which the city should have the power of reg- 
ulation. All corporations doing business 
under city charters should be subject to reg- 
ulation and taxation. The amendment to 
the General Incorporation act should be gen- 
eral. It ought to apply in the case of gas 
companies operating under franchises grant- 
ed by municipal Councils, to electric-ligh ting 
companies, and to other quasi-public cor- 
porations of that kind. By making the pro- 
posed amendment general, as Ald. Vixon sug- 
gests, the representatives of all the principal 
cities of the State can be combined in its 
favor. Nearly every considerabie centre of 
population suffers from the exactions of 
some monopoly carrying on business under a 
municipal ordinance. There is a general cry 
for relief. The telephone monopoly, the Gas 
Trust, and. the electric light syndicates 
can be all dealt with in the same 
amendment. The State has ample power 
in the premises. Through the Legis- 
lature the power of the State in these re- 
spects can be delegated tocities. There is no 
sense in dividing the forces opposed to the 
monopolies on separate issues. The whole 
lot ought to be attacked by the combined 
force of those opposed to monopoly. Ald. 
Dixon’s suggestion, also, that foreign in- 
surance companies and foreign capitalistic 
combinations be brought within the taxing 
powers of cities, is a good one. Those cor- 
porations and combinations enjoy the city’s 
protection and privileges. The fire insur- 
ance companies essay to dictate to the Build- 
ing and Fire Departments. They ought to 
be made to pay the city some equivalent for 
the benefits and protection tney enjoy. 
The Corporation Counsel should be re- 
quested to draft two or three amendments to 
the municipal incorporation act covering 
those points. The amendments ought to be 
introduced in the Legislature soon. The 
agents of the trusts and the monopolists will 
seek todefeat them, and they may succeed 
indoing soif they are not introduced early 
and strongly urged. It will not do to wait 
Uli towards the close of the session. 


WANTING TO RETURN TO BOODLEISM. 

It is etated that there are some Cook Coun- 
ty members at Sprinefield who are seeking 
to mutilate and marthe law passed by the 
last General Assembly regarding the elec- 
tion of the members of the County Board 
and its President. This is another iilustra- 
tion of that invincible tendency to reversion 
to boodleism which is constantly showing 
itself in municipal affairs in this and other 
States. Here we are with the swindles and 
thefts of the county boodlers still fresh in 
our memories; with the million of thievery 
which they. piled up added tothe bonded 
debt, and with some of the boodlers them- | 
seives yet ir Joliet, and we are asked to re- 
turn to those methods which made boodleism 
$0 easy to carry out and so hard to over- 
throw. 

It is proposed that instead of electing all 
the members of the boara annually the term 
of office shall be made two years.

THE “TIMES” AND THE POLICE OFFICERS. 

The charges whieh have been made by the 
Times against certain leading police. officers 
of this city are of such a nature that the con- 
troversy is not a personal one, but directly 
involves the interests of the public. That 
being so, the paper which makes them owes 
certain duties to the citizens of Chicago which 
it should discharge at once. If the accusa- 
tions of the Times are true then the men 
against whom they are directed should be 
dropped from the employ of the city at once. 
But the Mayor cannot dismiss them until it 
is proved that they have done what they 
ure accused of either by the allegations 
being passed on in a court of law or by 
the evidence being laid before the Mayor 
and ‘the officers given a chance to know 
what it is and disprove it it they can. There- 
fore either the legal proceedings should be 
hustened by both parties so that there may 
be a prompt hearing, which can be done, or 
if the Zimes is unwilling to make public in 
advance of trial the evidence on which it 
hopes to defend the criminal suits that have 
been begun it shoula at least codperate with 
the Mavor in having the cases tried without 
delay and at the earliest moment the forms 
of the law will permit. The accused officers 
profess to be willing and anxious to meet their 
accuser in court before Judge and jury any 
day that can be set, and the sooner the bet- 
ter. 

If the Times has a good case and persists 
in resorting to delay, and will not permit 
the matter to come to speedy trial, then it 
places the Mayor in the unfair position of 
retaining in the employ of the city men 
under charges without the opportunity of 
disproving them, its course also creates 
the impression in the minds of many that 
the /imes has no evidence on which it can 
depend with satety, and is fighting for delay 
so that it may wear out the assailed and 
traduced officers: If the paper has discov- 
ered that it was misled in the first place by 
unreliable statements and was duped into 
saying what was not true, its best and man- 
liest course would be to come out and openly 
admit the fact and say it had been led into 
a mistake, and that the men it had attacked 
were not guilty, as it had been led to believe. 

If, as bas been said in some quarters, the 
animus which originally prompted these 
charges was partly political—preparing for 
the spring campaign—and one object aimed 
at was the injury of Mayor Roche by show- 
ing the alleged bad condition of his police 
department, then good politics demands that 
the Times lose no time in legal delays but pro- 
ceed to prove its case. If it can show to the 
satisfaction of a court that the charges which 
it has made against these men are true, and 
that corruptionists holding office unaer a Re- 
publican administration have been exposed 
by a Democratic paper, the Democracy will 
be helped and the Republicans will be hurt; 
and if the Mayor retains them after that he 
will be hurt. If the Times, convinced that it 
cannot prove its accusations, comes out now 
and says they were without substantial foun- 
dation, then the matter will have no political 
significance one way or the other. But if that 
paper persists day after day in making 
charges without giving those whom it at- 
tacks an opportunity to disprove them, then 
the belief will gain ground that these as- 
saults are made either for disreputable per- 
sonal reasons or a low partisan object. In ei- 
ther case public sympathy will de won over 
to the side of the officers who are attacked 
and of the Mayor who is putin such a false 
position, and politically and personally the 
Zimes will be the loser, and severely so. 

Therefore the Times should have nothing to 
do with the technicalities of thé law which 
give delay, but do everything it can to expe- 
dite a hearing. If the other side unites with 
it in that effort we can soon tell what should 
de done with Inspector Bonfield and Capt. 
Schaack. If these police officers fight for 
time, then there will be no public sympathy 
for them, and the course of the Mayor will 
be made clear. Butto ask him to discharge 
men without seeing the evidence against 
them and giving them an opportunity to ex- 
plain or disprove it is an injustice that no 
honorabie man would tolerate and nobody 
but a dishonorable man would expect. 


UNIFORM MARRIAGE AND DIVORCE LAWS. 

Tue Trisune has printed interviews with a 
number of the Chicago Judges on the bill in- 
troduced by Mr. Springer foran amenament 
to the Constitution of the United States mak- 
ing uniform marriage and divorce laws, ap- 
plicable in all States and Territories. Judge 
Tuley’s Democratic traditions made him dis- 
approve of Federal legislation on a question 
belonging to each State. He also expressed 
disapproval of the recognition of common 
law marriages now prevalent in many States. 
Marriages, he thinks, should be performed 
only by a mihister of the Gospel or a judicial 
ofticer. Divorce should be had for drunken- 


and violation of marriage obligations. 
With these qualifications he would like 
to see a uniform law of marriage 
and a uniform law of divorce. Judge 


from divergence of laws in the various States. 
He sees no objection to the proposed Federal 
regulauon. Judge Jathieson, with what was 
probably intended to be humor but seems on 
such a subject rather unjudicial flippancy, 
thinks only half orphans should be permitted 
to marry, because intermeddling parents are 
the prime cause of marital unhappiness. 
Judge Horton, who has been giving consid- 
erabie attenuon to the subject, favors uni- 
formity as a means of reducing the evil of 
lax divorce laws. Judge Prendergast (Irish 
Demucrat) favors a constitutional amendment 
securing a uniform National divorce statute, 
and Judge Grinnell, while admitting the evil 
ot the existing heterogeneous laws, is so 
strongly a State sovereignty man that he pre- 
fers State evil to National reform. Other 
Judges gave: various views, some one way 
and some another. | 

It‘is scarcely probable that Mr. Springer 
will be able to induce Congress to take the 
action necessary for the submission of the 
proposed constitutional amendment. The 
business coming up before the two Houses is 
so great in bulk, much of it will be so urgent, 
and rival ambitions for fame in statute-mak- 
ing will become so acute in antagonism that

other than those of his own flesh. The recog- 
nition of the common law marriage is one of 
the triumphs of modern humanity and rea- 
sonable justice over antiquated technicality 
and the cast-iron oppressiveness of ancient 
aristocracy, which allowed its members to 
practice whatever measure of sin and decep- 
tion they pleased, provided they kept the fam- 
ily property in a direct iine of technical heir- 
ship. Itis nolonger possible for men toinduige 
their passions at such expense to woman and 
such disgrace and injury to children. 
Uniformity in the laws affecting both mar- 
riage and divorce is obviously desirable; it 
is demanded by the increasing respect for 
the sanctity of home and the purity of fam 
ily life which every year becomes more pro- 
found in this country. It would be a cruel 
wrong were no divorce or at least separation 
possible when the vices of either party make 
their continued cohabitation dangerous or 
immoral. Divorce is undoubtedly a feature 
of society which jurisprudence cannot elimi- 


nate even if legislation were directed 
toward that end. But the causes 
certainly should be restricted within 


a category that shall not include caprice, ex- 
travagance, or a corrupt desire to escape 
from one marriage relation to enter upon an- 
otber whose superior attractiveness or de- 
sirability has been a botent element in seek- 
ing divorce. Statistics printed in Tue Tris- 
UNE some time ago show that this moral 
corruption is widely active in swelling di- 
vorce litigation. There ought to be a term 
following divorce in which remarriage should 
be illegal. 

Probably the shortest road towards ap 
proximate uniformity in the lawsof marriage 
and divorcé would be through the American 
Bar Association. That body, acting through 
State organizations, might reach State Legis- 
latures effectually. The object is beset with 
difficulties and cannot be accomplished speed- 
ily. Mr. Springer’s mode of attaining it is 
impracticable. 


AT a meeting of the Socialists last Sunday

No man is deprived of 
property or of the right to use his property. 
It being found that it costs more for a thou- 
sand men to pump water to the roofs of their 
buildings, using a thousand puny pumps, 
than it does for one to do it for all, 
using one powerful pump, and as no 
one person has the money to build 
these larger works, or as the citizens 
do not wish one to do it, and reap all the 
profit therefrom, the association or copart- 
nership cailed the municipality builds them 
and saves each citizen who uses the water 80 
many dollars a year, which he employs in 
sometning else. These works, by lessening 
fire hazards, cut down insurance rates, and 
the property-owner saves still more money, 
which he can use as he pleases. The Social- 
istic plan for doing the business would be to 
confiscate the plants which the individual 
owners of property now have and to run 
them in such a way that whatever was made 
out of them would go for the support of the 
drones and the bummers. Mayor Roche’s 
scheme would increase individual liberty, 
since it would add to the resources of those 
for whose benefit it was devised, and enable 
them to do still more for themselves and the 
community, while the Socialistic scheme 
would simply strip the property-owners of 
what they nave for the benefit of those who 
have not, depriving both of all incentive for 
that personal exertion which is the main- 
spring of human progress.

LAKE ENGINEERS WISH MORE HELP. 


Vessels Believed to we Be Endangered by 
Small Crews. — 


The meeting of delegates to the third an- 
nual convention of the Grand Brotherhood 
ot Lake Marine Engineers after an important 
session of three days was closed at noon Fri- 
day at Detroit by an eloquent and instructive 
address by the retiri Grand UCOhief 
Engineer, Christopher tle of Cleve- 
land, O0. The convention was attend- 

by delegates from Cleveland, 

Chicago, Milwaukee, and Detroit. All re- 

rts show the affairs of the brotherhood to 
be in a highly prosperous condition. The 
following officers were elected for the ensu- 
ing year: Grand Chief Engineer, Matthew 
Thomas, Cleveland; First Grand Engineer, 
A. A. Howe, Cleveland ; Second Grand Engi- 
neer, Wiiliam McKittrick, Detroit; Second 
Grand Assistant Engineer, George Mathews, 
Cleveland; Third Grand Assistant Engineer, 
Robert Bruce, Milwaukee; Grand Guide, 
John Reif, Chicago; Grand Chaplain, Rich- 
ard Langford. Detroit. 

The evening of the adjournment the fol- 
lowing was unanimously adopted: 

During the coming season there will be navi- 
gating lake steamers carrying from 1,000 to 2.500 
tons of freight and worth, exclusive of cargo, 
from $75,000 to 250.000. They will be equipped 
with powerful and complicated machinery. run 
at a high rate of piston speed. and carrying 150 
pounds of steam; and, in addition, many of them 
will have to tow and care for a consort. The 
masters und owners of such steamers have gen- 
erally refused to furnish the chief engineer With 
more crew than a second engineer and two fire- 
men. which help is barely suflicient to care for 
the vessel's machinery under the most favorable 
circumstances. 

WHEREAS, It is a well-known fact that many 
of us have suffered a great many hardships by 
being on continuous duty from eighteen to thirty 
hours, in fogs, gales of wind, and noe doing re- 
pairs in port, ana when the 4 rofit of the 
steamer required the services engineers 
at the same time; in view of the. 2 facts, 


it 
Resolved, That such of us as may be employed 


as engineers on steamers of the above class dur- 
ing the coming season make strenuous efforts to 
procure the servicer of at least one more man in 
the engine-room, firmly believing that it is fool- 
ish economy to dispense with his much needed 
services, and being sure that his employment 
would largely contribute to the safety of the ves- 


‘sel and machinery, decrease the risk assured by 


the underwriters, and be comparatively as 
profitable to the owner as the services of any 
other man employed on the steamer. 

The brotherhood earnestly desires that owners 
of — vm and others interested give this sub- 
ject careful attention, as we feel satisfied that 
the meagre amount of help now furnished to 
care for the machinery in such steamers will 
eventually cause an appalling disaster, as it has 
already been the cause of several serious ones.

New York, Jan. 12.—[Special.]—St. Bar- 
tholomew shrine is by all odds the swellest 
church in the United States, if not in Amer- 
ica. In the wheat pit, the Stock Exchange, 
the café, and the gaidns of Bohemia it is bet- 
ter known as the Silk-Stocking Church, for 
the reason that every family is a reai de- 
scendant of Crœsus. The building is a splen- 
did creation in brownstone, built to weather 
the ravages of centuries. Overhead is an 
open roof of heavy timber, and the pictured 
windows, most of them memorials, represent 
a sum sufficient to build a cathedral. Prom- 
inent among the bronze tablets is an oblong 
one sacred to the memory of a good man, 
Wiliiam H. Vanderbilt, who for many vears 
was in the vestry. The scroll that falls 
over the centre panelinthe sanctuary has 
the appearance of a page from the blue book, 
and the Scripture passage is done in letters 
of gold.

HISEY AND HIS STRANGE CAREER, 


He Was Arrested for Burgiary, but Is Now 
Wealthy and Living Abroad. 

CINOIXN ATI. O., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—Two 
veurs ago this month Charles Hisey, who 
then lived in Aurora, Ind., was caughtin the 
store-room of Henry Woods of that place. He 
was arrested while in the act of blowing 
open the safe. He was tried for 
the offense in the Dearborn, ie 
Circuit Court, but the sympathies of 
the jury were so awakened on account of 
his family relatives that they disagreed upon 
their verdict, and the case was postponed to 
another term of court. Meanwhile Edward 
H. Green, who had been one of Hisey’s attor- 
neys and was joined in a mortgage for $500 
given by Hisey for attorneys’ tees, succeeded 
to the office of Prosecuting Attorney of Dear- 
born County, and as soon äs he entered upon 
the duties of his office one of his first acts 
was to dismiss the pending prosecution 
against his client for burglary ana Hisey was 
released. The fellow was quite an expert 
mechanic, and, coming this to city, secured 
employment at the Cincinnati Screw Tap 
Works. A few months later his friends 
were elated over the report that 
he had invented a cartridge fler 
and had gone. to Europe, and that 
the German Government, being pleased with 
his patent, had paid him $10,000 for the mght 
to use the invention. The report also said 
that, Hisey was living like a prince at Berlin. 
Tne good luck of the fellow was everywhere 
commented upon by those who kuew him, 
and his former history was obscured by the 
brightness of his prosperity, 

Several days ago, however, a couole of at- 
torneys from Washington, D. C., were busy 
in Aurora taking affidavits regarding Hisey’s 
past life, and today will leave for Berlin with 
papers and documents that will astonish the 
German .Government and probably hasten 
Hisey’s departure from that forcign city. 
The story as told by the attorneys 
who are representing two cartridge com- 
panies of this city to a reporter last evening 
is that the two companies invented a car- 
tridge-filler and were preparing to secure a 
patent on the same. The plans, specifica- 
tions, papers, eto, were sent to the Cincip- 
nati Screw Tap Works, where Hisey was 
employed, for the purpose of having 
models made to be forwarded to the 
Patent Office. Hisey, it is claimed, 
stole all the plans, specifications, papers, 
and models, and in company with a fellow- 
workman, who was raised ia Berlin, the pair 
visited that city together and succeeded in 
making a fortune out of the invention. They 
then attempted to nave the invention pa- 
tented in tne United States, when the two 
Cincinnati companies interfered and in- 
stituted proceedings, both in this country 
and in Europe, to recover their rights and 
punish Hisey. Armed witi bundles of docu- 
ments showing the history of the invention 
and the eharacter of Hisey the attorneys are 
now speeding their way to Berlin, having 
cabled associate counsel in that city of their 
coming and the kind of papers they bear in 
the case. | 1

‘WHITTIER WRITES OF THE FARMER’S LIFE 


Regrets That He Left His Easex County 
Farm When 50 Years of Age. 
Boston, Mass., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—The 
venerable poet Whittier has just written 
some of his Essex County farmer friends an 
interesting letter setting forth the changes 
and gains in a country life. In the course of 
it he éays: | 
My ancestors since 1640 have been farmers in 
Essex County. I was early initiated in the mys- 
teries of farming as it was practiced seventy 
years ago, and worked faithfully on the old 


‘Haverhill homestead until, at the age of 50 years, 


I was compelled to leave it, greatly to my regret. 
Ever since if I have envied anybody it has been 
the hale. strong farmer who could till his own 
acres, and if he needed help could afford to hire 
it péecause he was able to lead the work 
himself. I have lived to see a great 
and favorable change in the farming population 
of Essex County. The cure for mtemperance 1s 
almost unknown among them, the rumseller 
holds no mortgage on their lands. As a rule, 
they are intelligent, well-informed, and healthy, 
interested in public affairs, and self-respectful 
and respected, independent landhgiders, fully en- 
titled, if any class is, to the nume 
of gentieman. It may be said that they 
are not millionaires, and that their annual gains 
are small. But, on the other hand, the farmer 
rests sure, while other occupations and profes- 
sion¢are in constant fear of disaster; his deal- 
ing directly and honestly with the Almighty is 
safer than speculation; his life is no game of 
change, and his investments in the earth are 
better than in stock companies and syndicates. 

A to profits, 1f our farmers could care less for 
the bomfort of themselves and their families, if 
theytould consent to live as their ancestors once 
lived and as the pioneers of new countries now 
live.4they could with their present facilities no 
douht double their incomes. But what a pitiful 
gain this would be at the expense of the delica- 
cies ud refinements that make Iqe worth living. 
No etter proot of real gains can be found than 
the jreation of pheasant homes for the comfort 
of aie and the Happiness of youth. When the 
greasy English critic.

It 
cost something like $20,000, and it panned out 
a poor investment. T. Burchell, Broker,“ 
attracted no customers. Papa Burchell even 
had to pay office rent and provide the neces- 
saries Of life. .Wherefore, after a season of 
reflection, papa came down into Wall street 
one day and remarked: ‘Tommy, this sort 
of business is played out. You're not built 
for Wali street. You can’t even earn your 
salt and you never will You're a flat fail- 
ure. Now, I want you to go right away and 
sell that Stock Exchange seat, skip out of the 
company of all these brokers, and come up 
town with me, I[’ll put you to work building 
houses.“ 

Said the junior Burchell: “All right. I 
guess you are onto the facts in the case. I’m 
just as tired as you are.” 

COULDN'T REST IN CHICAGO. 

Then he went to Chicago under the mis- 
taken impression that that was a good place 
torest. There, in a Board of Trade office 
one day, he collided with a auiet citizen 
named Jones—* Nat Jones,” the populace 
call him for short.

KANSAS COUNTY SEAT WAR BETWEEN Lb 


CIMARRON AND INGALLS, 


Two Hundred Armed Men Engaged In the 
Struggle for the Possession of the Rec- 
ords of Clay County—One Man Killed, 
Two Fatally and Several Slightly - 
Wounded—Gov.

Crmarron, Kas., Jan. 12.—[Special.]—One 
man was killed here today, two more were 
fatally shot, and several others slightly 
wounded—all the result of the Gray county 
seat fight, which has been in progress for tne 
last two years. Ingalis and Cimarron are 
the rival towns, ana each has bitterly fought 
the other at every step in the preliminary 
organization. Cimarron secured the tem- 
porary county seat and a majoricy of the 
county officers. In October, 1887, an election 
for permanent county seat was held, and 
both claimed the victory, although Cimar- 
ron managed to hold the best 0 
it, and the matter has been in the courts ever 
since. Last August Ingalls, on an alias writ 
of mandamus, secured the county records, 
but afterwards the records of the County 
Clerk’s office were returned to Cimarron by 
the Marshal of the Supreme Court, and 
have been here ever since. | 
COVERED THE CLERK WITH WINCHESTERS 

This morning a party of armed men drove 
over from Ingalis, went up into the building 
where the Clerk has his office, kicked in the 
door, and while several of them held up the 
officer with Winchesters the others carried

RKED IMPROVEMENT. 


THERE WAS A GREATER VOLUME OF 


. BUSINESS IN THE STOCK MARKET. 


It Resulted Largely from the Presidents’ 
Meeting—President R. R. Cable Issues 

„ Cireujar Showing That the Missouri 
acific Cat Rates—Presidentse Adams, 
Strong, and Perkins Talk of the Kail- 
road Agreement—General News of the 
Markets. 0 
New Lonx, Jan. 12.— [Special.] — There 
was 4 murked improvement today in the 
market, which was shown in the volume of 
busingss, the transactions for the two morn- 
ing hours of the half holiday footing up to 
more than on one entire day this week. 
There was throughout the morning quite a 
pronounced bull feeling, and those who are 


on the bull side of the market brightened up 


considerably. This seemed to be due to the 
general sentiment about the railroad meet- 
ings that have been held this week and 
which have absorbed so much of public at- 
tention, for while the belief is widespread 
that the agreement might have been made 
stronger, yet the fact that the meet- 
ings resulted in outward harmonious 
action was a relief and was eager- 
ly seized as a basis for better times to come. 
Chivago operators for a wonder bought stocks 
instead of selling chem, and tlie report from 
that city that the leading railroad men there 
were disposed to look favorably upon the 
agreement was taken as an indication that 
the'sentiment there would change and that 
the principal Western bears were going to 
turn bulis—for the time at least. This buy- 
ing sent prices up and caused a scurrying by 
the shorts to cover, which was increased 
when the bank statement came out showing 


a gain in the reserves of $7,216,050. This 


made the market for the first time in a long 
while absolutely buoyant, and the closing 
was strong. There was one slight reaction, 
but it did not last long, the unmistakably 
bullish feeling being too pronounced for 
prices to sag off much. Manhattan Elevated 
took a big jump of 44g points, and the story 
was at once circulated that Jay Gould had 
come into the market as a bull end this made 
the Gould stocks strong. Omaha preferred 
wont up 2 full points on the report that 
the annual statement would showa large 
surplus, and (Manitoba, Erie preferred, 
Chicago, Burlington & Quincy, Michi 
gan Centra and Oregon  Improve- 
ment gained from 14 to 1% points, 
bunt in most of the other prominent 
and active stocks the improvement was 
under a point. Rock Island was strong, and 
nearly reached par on the story that Drexel, 
Morgan & Co. had bought out the syndicate 
that took the Rock Island 5 percents. The 
Vanderbiits were also a strong feature, es- 
pecially Lake Shore and Michigan Central, 
both of which were bought, but the heaviest 
trading was done in tne Grangers and coal- 
ers. Out of a list of séventy-nine stocks 
traded in during the week sixty-two show 
gains and seventeen tosses, while for the day 
only two stocks show decreases, which are 
fractional. 

Mr. Cable left for Chicago today, but be- 
fore his departure he issued a letter to each 
railroad President who is a party to the new 
agreement, accompanied by an affidavit prov- 
ing that Jan. 3 che Missouri Pacific made a 
cut in the grain rate from Fairfield, Neb., to 
St. Louis, for the purpose of diverting trafic 
from Chicago to St. Louis. These documents 
were made public late in the day and it re- 
mains to be seen what the Gould clique will 
have to say about them.

In other words, the Fre- 
mont, Elkhorn & Missouri Valley and the 
Santa Fé Roads will carry freight twice the 
distance from Kansas points to this city for 
the same rates as the shorter haul. Yet, as 
the twojroads are in the State, the long and 
short haul clause of the Inter-State law is 
not violated. 


CORN, WHEAT, AND OAT CROPS. 


Report of the Department of Agriculture 
} for December. 

Wasnurneton, D. C., Jan. 12.—The Decem- 
ber report of the Department of Agriculture, 
which pubhshes in detail estimates of some 
ot the more important crops, makes the 


| product of corn 1,987,790,000 bushels grown 


on 75,672,763 acres, valued on the farm at 
$677,561,580, or 34.1 cents per bushel, against 
44.4 cents for the crop of 187, a decrease of 
25 per cent he product of 1887 being 27 per 
cent less in volume than that of 1888. The 
average yield of the commercial belt, 
or seven corn surplus States, averages 
33.2 bushels per acre. The Atlantic coast, 
south of the Potomac, averages 11.2 bushels 
of comparatively poor quality. The wheat 
agrregate is 414,538,000 bushels, grown on 
37,306,135 acres, vaiued at 8384, 248,030. The 
average yield is tnerefore 11.1 bushels per 
acre: winter wheat 11.6, and spring wheat 
10.3 bushels per acre. The average farm 
value is 92.6 cents per bushel, against 68.1 
cents for the previous crop, a difference due 
more to foreign than domestic scarcity. 

The aggregate for oats 1s 707,737,000 bush- 
els, grown On 26,995,282 acres, and valued at 
$195,424,240. This is 27.8 cents per bushel, 
against 30 cents for the crop of 1887. 

A comparison of aggregate values shows 
that the present corn crop is worth only 
$31,000,000 more than the previous one, wheat 
$74,000,000 more, oats $5,000,000 less. 


THE LOCAL SECURITY MARKET. 


Business a Little More Active but Prices 
Too Low to Suit Holders. 

A somewhat larger business was done in 
local secu rities last week, but the volume of 
transactions Was lessened as usual by the 
scarcity of the most approved stocks and 
bonds, or, what amounted to the same thing, 
the unwillingness of holders to part with 
them atthe current market. Some saies of 
Cook County and city bonds were made. 
The trading on the exchange Was chiefly in 
gas bonds and street railways. Gas bonds 
showed a little activity, but both Consumers’ 
and Gaslight & Coke Company were softer 
in the trading,@ result duc to the pending 
Uutigauon against the Gas Trust. A smaii 
amount ol trading was done in the latter 
company’s certificates. There was also an 
excellent demand for the municipal bonds of 
Western cities. 

Security brokers saythat a good deal of 
Chicago money is being ioaned in St. Paul, 
Duluth, and Kansas City. Pittsburg applied 
during the week for 660,000.

WILLIAM PENN NIXON SENDS AN 
EMISSARY TO WASHINGTON, 


A Canvass in the Interest of the Gentle- 
man’s Candidacy for Collector of the 
Port of Chicago—Mr, Mason’s Efforts in 
Behalf of the Negroes—An Immediate 
Transportation Amendment for Chicago 
—Gen, Weaver's Adventure with an Iowa 
Constitueat—General Capital Gossip. 


WASHINGTON, U. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
William Penn Nixon has made his first move 
on the outworks of the Chicago Collectorship. 
State Senator MacMillan—the perennial can- 
didate for everything in sight—is here pre- 
pared to declare war or sign a treaty of peace 
with the Illinois Congressmen according as 
they pronounce for or against Nixon. He 
arrived last night and today has seen every- 
body whose influence is worth having. Mr. 
Nixon’s position is understood to be this: He 
wants no office other than Collector of Cus- 
toms, and thinks he’has stronger claims on 
the place than William J. Campbell. He will 
argue the question with a stuffed club, and 
anybody who favors Campbell will be 
gently rapped over the head, but nobody will 
be hurt much. fhe point in selecting State 
Senator MacMillan—ex-candidate for the 
Public Library—as an emissary lies in the 
fact that the latter is to hold over and will 
have a vote not only in Senator Cullom’s re- 
election but also in choosing a successor to 
Senator Farwell. Thisis looked upon as a 
warning to Farwell, and to show what might 
happen MacMillan's course in nearly defeat- 
ing Gen. Logan four years ago is cited as 
an illustration of one member’s power. The 
Nixon envoy, MacMillan—lately candidate for 
Secretary of State—did not tatk in this strain 
today, but everybody looks upon his mission 
to Washington in this hght. His interviews 
were all of the most friendly character, 
though he got few promises. 

Representative Mason, it is understood, 
preferred not to take sides in the fight, as 
both candidates were his friends, and 
neither of them lived in his district. Rep- 
resentative Adams was inclined to do some- 
thing for Nixon, who is a constituent of his, 
but is embarrassed because Col, Sexton, who 
is looked upon as the next Postmaster, is 
also a constituent, and objection would be 
made to the North Side having the two most 
important offices. Senator Farwell told Mr. 
MacMillan that he was pledged to no man 
for the Collectorship, but that it was em bar- 
rassing to have both Nixon and Campbell in 
the field, and he sincerely wished 
one of them would withdraw. He added 
that he did not look upon ti patronage as 
his personal property, but expected to con- 
sult with the Representatives in the House 
and with Republicans generally as to what 
appointments should be made. He further 
said that Senator Cullom and he would, of 
course, consult each other and try to pick 
out good men in every case. But Senator 
Farwell did not commit himself to Nixon’s 
candidacy, and it is not known whether his 
failure to do this will bring on an immediate 
declaration of war or whether Mr. Nixon 
will take the hint conveyed in the zußfe de, 
tion that the Senator would be gratifled by 
the withdrawal of one of the candidates and 
pull out in time. 

There are obvious reasons why, just at this 
juncture, no one should seek a declaration 
from Senator Cullom about his intentions 
toward officeseekers, and it is not known 
that Envoy MacMillan was indiscreet enough 
todoso. He has been in town long enough 
to hear the common impression that both the 
Illinois Senators, while not committed to 
Campbell, are almost certain to indorse him 
when the time comes. This will pe a disa- 
greeable message to take back to Chicago, 
but it will reflect the current belief. It is 
likely that Mr. Nixon’s movein sending Mac- 
Millan to Washington will stir up Mr. Camp- 
bell's friends to an aggressive move in behalf 
of his candidacy.

Chicagoans Suggest an Amendment to the 
Immediate Transportation Act. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
Chicago importers have forwarded to Senator 
Farwell an important amendment to the Im- 
mediate Transportation act. It provides that 
whenever the value of any importea mer- 
chandise does not exceed $100 and 1s to be 
transported Without appraisement to any im- 
mediate transportation port the Collector at 
the port of arrival shall admit the same to 
entry for immediate transportation without 
appraisement unde) the provisions of the act 
upon the producwon of an uncertified in- 
voice, or statement in the nature of 
an invoice, if accompanied by a parcel re- 
ceipt or bill of lading. The object of the 
proposed amendment is to enable the import- 
er at interior ports to have his small importa- 
tions shipped to destination in bond without 
a consular invoice, which must be procured 
abroad at an expense of $2.50 or $8. The re- 
sult is that the importer at the interior port 
must submit to having his goods opened ana 
examined at the port of first arrival, delay- 
ing it for days and weeks, with the risk, if 
his goods are of a fragile cbaracter, of 
having them broken and mixed in 
opening and repacking tor shipment, be- 
sides paving heavy tribute for warehouse 
men and transfer companies at the seaboard. 
The importer at the seaboard has the advan- 
tage over the Western man in that if he has 
goods arrive valued under $50 he may enter 
them by appraisement, and it is discretion- 
ary with the Collector of Customs if he take 
bond for the production of consular invoices 
or not. The seaboard importer, therefore, 
has an advantage of 5 per cent over a West- 
ern importer on an importation of goods 
costing $50, as he does not have to procure a 
consular invoice, while the Western im- 
porter does have to procure one if he wants 
his goods shipped to his own port without de- 
vention at port of first arrival.

BISMARCK AT HIS POST. 


His SPEECH TO BE MADE IN THE 
REICHSTAG TUESDAY. 


Expectations That He Will Have Something 
Important to Say on the Morier and 
Geffcken Affairs — Emperor! William 
Takes Precautions Against an Anarch- 
istic Attempt on His Life—Affairs in 
Samoa—General Foreign News.

Bern, Jan. 12.—Prince Bismarck was met 
on his arrival at the Berlin station by Count 

Herbert Bismarck and Dr. Schweniger. He 

appeared to be in good health, but he walked 


stiffly, leaning heavily on a stick. He was 


accompanied by two large dogs. The Chan- 
cellor will address the Reichstag Tu y 
in the debate on the. Foreign Office 
estimates, some of which were post- 
poned until his arrival in Berlin. There 
is little doubt that he would have remained 
longer at Friedrichsruhe had not anxiety as 
to the possible bad effects which recent 
incideats might have on public opinion urged 
him to come to Berlin, in spite of the fact 
that he had barely recovered from the indis- 
position traced to his exertion during the re- 
cent fire at Friedrichsruhe. 

Immediately on his arrival last night he 
suinmoned Lieut. Wissmann toa conference 
on the East Africa bill. Herr von Benning- 
sen was also present, and the Chancellor ac- 
quainted himself with the disposition of the 
Reichstag in the . subject. The Chan- 
cellor will personally defend the bill. 
which will be submitted to and passed by the 
Bundesrath without delay, and will 
probably be disposed of by the Reichstag by 
the end of the week. The question of its 
adoption is certainly insufficient to account 
for Prince Bismarck’s hastening to Berlin. 
The preparations being made convey the im- 
pression that the provisions of the bill are 
being energeticaily pushed without waiting 
for the decision of the Reichstag. Lieut. 
Wissmann will foliow the quickest land route, 
embarking at Brindisi or Trieste. He has 
received numerous offers to join the new 
colonial corps. 

THE MORIER AND GEFFCKEN CASES. 

The explanation of the Chancellor’s anxie- 
ty to return to Berlin must be sought in the 
outcome of the Morier and Geffcken affairs, 
though no attention should be paid to the ru- 
mors of the foreign press that his resigna- 
tion is imminent. The attacks upon Morier 
have dy no means ceased, and the apparently 
endless variations thereon are becoming 
wearisome and even disgusting to an impar- 
tial public. 

The statement that letters from Morier 
had been discovered urging Geffcken to pub- 
lish Emperor Frederick’s diary will fail of 
effect unless the text of the letters be pub- 
lished, as otherwise the pubiic will not be- 
lieve the statement, or, at most, will suppose 
that the letters were simply acquiescent re- 
plies to Geffcken’s intimation of his intention 
to publish the diary. Nobody believes that 
Morier urged the publicatio: of the diary to 
spite Bismarck. The Xolnische Zeitung, return- 
ing to the charge today, seeks to throw sus- 
picion upon Morier’s political character. It 
says: 

There exists in Engiand a powerful party 
Which advocates an Anglo-Russtan understana- 
ing, and Morier. who was formerly held in es- 
teem by Queen Victoria and Empress Frederick, 
forfeited the favor hy the decidea opposition he 
og to Battenbergism in the interest of this 
party. 

The Nord Deutsche Zeitung, which has hith- 
erto to a great extent held aloof from the dis- 
pute, tonight inserts: the thin end of the 
wedge, With tne view of showing to what 
extent the intentions of Emperor Frederick 
differed from the teridency of the Liberal 

arty, it publishes an autograph letter from 

mperor Frederick to Prince Bismarck on 
the occasion of the jubilee of the Chancel- 
lor’s entry into the army. The letter is as 
follows: 

Ido not wish today to enter upon a long dis- 
cussion of the statesmanlike merits which have 
bound up your name forever with our history. 
But one thing I must point out—namely: that 
whenever there was a question of assuring the 
well being of the army und perfecting its de- 
fensive power and fighting capacity you never 
failed to take up the struggle and carry it througi 
to the end. The army, with the Commander in 
Chief at its head, therefore, thanks you for the 
biessirigs you have conferred upon it, which it 
will never forget. 

The Reichstag today, after a somewhat 
stormy debate, confirmed the election of Herr 
Goetz. National Liberal, as member for Leip- 
zig. ‘The Socialists accused the Government 
Officials of illegal practices to secure his 
triumph over the Socialists’ candidate. 

ABOUT THE ROYAL FAMILY. 

The Emperor will open the Landtag Mon- 
day.

In addition to this, Herr Kruger, Director of 
the Detective Department, has reported that 
an agitation is being carried on by Social- 
ists and Anarchists dnd he advises that extra 
precautions be taken to protect the Emperor.

RUSSIA’S FINANCIAL AFFAIRS, 


The Budget Shows a Surplus of 4,500,000 
‘Rables—The Minister’s Statement. 

Sr. Perersture, Jan. 12.—The Russian 
budget for 1889 has been issued. It shows a 
surplus of 4,500,000 rubles. In a statement 
accompanying the budget the Minister of Fi- 
nance declares that the satisfactory prospect 
for the coming year is due to the sincerely 
pacific policy of the Czur, which has 
caused the removal of all occasion for 
conflict with foreign Powers, and points 
out the objections that have been made 
abroad to the fleating of new Russian loans. 
The Minister dwells upon the expediency of 
limiting the extraordinary expenditures and 
makes the availablesources sufficient fur the 
needs of the country. He attributes all the 
trouble of floating Russian loans to the blind 
hostility of the foreign press, especial- 
ly that of Germany, and to impru- 
dent speculations, which, he asserts, are pests 
of the bourses. He states that a number of 
Russian securities which were held in 
Germany have found their way into Holland 
and France, where there exists a 
more favorable view Russia’s 
economic sition. A — ＋ of 
these securities have been resold to Russia, 
and thus a large amount of bonds have been 
withdrawn from circulauon. In order to 
prevent fresh sales of Russian securities in 
the foreign bourses,and to guard against evil 
consequences which may arise from a failure 
of the harvests, the Minister fixes the value 
of the gold ruble at 170 credit copecks.

A County Armagh Tenant's Vigorous Re- 
sistance to Eviction. 

Dustin, Jan. 12.—A party of officers en- 
gaged in evicting a tenant named John 
Heany, a prominent member of the National 
League, from his holding upon the estate of 
Lord Lurgan, at Lurgan, County Armagh, 
today, met with a vigorous resistance, the in- 
mates of the house assatling them with boil- 
ing water, stones, and pitchforks. A baliff 
was stabbed, and Lord Lurgan’s agent and a 
policeman were seriously injured. The riot 
act was read, when a number of arrests were 
made.

Zorilla’s Move to Raise a Revolt Frustrated 
by the Government. 

Pants, Jan. 12.—It is reported that Sefior 
Zorilla left here last Wednesday for Engiand 
and that he had secured two vessels in which 
he and a number of his tollowers intended to 
proceed from the Thames to some point in 
Spain, where it was their intention to raise a 
revolt against the Government. The authori- 
ties at Madrid were apprised of the move- 
ment and immediately took steps to frustrate 
the attempt of the revolutionists. 


GENERAL FOREIGN INTELLIGENCE. 


Reports of Continued Fighting in Zanzibar 
—Repulse of the Insurgents. 

ZANZIBAR, Jan. 12.— The insurgents vester- 
day attacked the German Mission Station at 
Dar-es-Salem, in which were a number of 
natives who had recently been freed from 
slavery. After asharp fight the insurgents 
were repulsed with great loss. Two Germans 
were injured. 

At Saudani there has been continuous fir- 
ing between the war vessels and the insur- 
gents on the shore. At Lindi and Kilwa the 
insurgents have allowed the British and In- 
dian residents to leave, and many of them 
have arrived at Zanzibar. There is no abate- 
ment of the anti-German feeling among the 
natives. 

The Governor of Mozambique has returned 
from Zambesi, where, after severe fighting, 
he defeated Bonga. The whole province re- 
mains in a state of insurrection. 


Wreck of the British Steamer Priam. 

Maprip, Jan. 12.—The British steamer 
Priam, from Liverpool for Hong Kong, was 
wrecked on an island near Corunna. The 
ship surgeon and four of the crew were 
drowned. There were only four women 
passengers. The survivors are in Corunna.

When a cor- 
respondent called on him today the General 
was cool as a cucumber and contident as be- 
comes a man of destiny. His audience room 
was again thronged with all sorts and condi- 
tuops of men and women, evincing that grati- 
tude which is a keen appreciation of favors 
to come. :

LOOKING FO RK THE DAY OF JUDGMENT. 


Parisians Seem to Think It Is Fixed for 
Jan. 27. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
[ , 1889, by James Gordon Bennett.) 

Paris, Jan. 12.—Skating has disappeared 
like magic. Tne weather is mild and damp, 
and regular London fogs had it all their own 
way for the last six days. The fog was so 
thick in the Champ Elysées that hundreds of 
cabs got lost, and the driver of cab No. 16,792, 
in trying to land his fare at No. 16 Cour le 
Reine drove down the stone steps of the 
Seine embankment. The cab, horse, fare, 
and coachman rolled down pell meil, head 
over heels. The horse was killed by the 
shaft running through his stomach, but the 
fare and coachman were unhurt. The fog 
lifts every now and then for ten or 
fifteen minutes and discloses to the eyes of 
Parisians a perfect Kaleidoscope of election 
posters—red, green, blue, yellow, purple, vio- 
let, and pink, Not since 1871 has there been 
such political commotion in Paris. The ex- 
citement is becoming contagious. Everv- 
body seems to think the day of judgment 
fixed for Jan. 27. An interview with Gen. 
Boulanger, published in the Zurovegn Herald, 
has fairly electrified France and has been 
telegraphed to all the cities and hamlets in 
the country. The throes of the election in 
Paris are becoming more and more intense. 
Buta few old Parliamentary hands, like 
John Lemoinne, feel perfectiy contident of 
the future, po matter how the elections turn 
out. John Lemoinne said yesterday that a 
Parisian election is always lively and excit- 
ing, but Napoleon IIL never uttered a more 
palpable truth than when, during the last 
elections of the Empire, he telegraphed from 
Biarritz: Ne pas s’occuper de Paris il sera 
toujours mauvais, mais ce n’est pas une 
raison pour que la province suive Paris.” 

THE REPUBLICAN CANDIDATE. 

M. Jacques, the med ery candidate, 
firmly hopes to command ail the Opportun- 
ist, Radical, and Communard votes of Paris. 
He began lite asa red hot Radical, and 
is well known to all revyolutionists of 
Lille and the North of France. In 1848 he 
was a schoolmaster and President of tne 
Club des Sabots. He used to make eloquent 
speeches, and instituted stump speeches at 
meetings in the country where unlimited 
ham and beer were provided. Both Boulanger 
and Jacques are equally confident of success. 
Meanwhile Col. Maxime Lisbonne will, it is 
expected, cut into Boulanger’s strength in 
Belleville and Montmartre, where Lisbonne 
keeps a big tavern and sells beer and fried 
potatoes. Citizen Maxime Lisbonne is a man 
about the size of the late Gen. Sheridan. He 
has a game leg, having been wounded by a 
bayonet thrust in fighting for the Commune 
in 1871. 

Never before have there been such * 
election bets as at present. The latest odds 
at the Jockey Club are seven to five on Bou- 
langer and one to three on Liebonne.

A SNUB TO ROYALTY. 


Another Big Row Beginning in Which Dr. 
Mackenzie Will Figare. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE.

Loxbox, Jan. I2.—The keynote has deen 
struck for another big fuss about Morell Mac- 
kenzie, which next week will be the absorb- 
ing topic of English and German papers and 
sink the Morier incident out of sight. It in- 
volves a shocking snub of royalty, probably 
unprecedented. Last night the official an- 
nouncement was made in a quiet way that 
the Royal College of Surgeons had adopt- 
ed a resolution severely censuring Dr. Mac- 
kenzie for publishing his book about the ili- 
ness of the German Emperor. This great 
blow is struck at Mackenzie by his own col- 
lege, and amounts to a notification to the 
famous throat specialist by the moat power- 
ful and distinguished body of medicai men 
in England that they want nothing more to do 
with him. Mackenzie got wind of the intended 
rebuke by a notice to appear before the 
council of the college and defend himself 
against the charges of a breach of profes- 
sonal etiquette. He paid no attention to the 
summons so far as putting in an appearance 
was concerned, but invoked the direct inter- 
ference of the Empress Frederick and the 
es to head off the resolution of censure. 

he Empress wrote a letter to the college 
through Sir Spencer Wells, who proposed 
the resolution, beseeching them not to take 
such a step because it would seriously 
impair her position and interests in 
Germany. This letter was written from 
Osborne on the Queen’s letter paper. 
The Empress indicated further that Macken- 
zie wrote the book at the solicitation of her- 
self and the Queen, and that any censure 
passed on him must necessarily reflect on 
them. This letter was readin the coliege, 
aud yet in the teeth of such powerful royal 
persuasion they threw Mackenzie overboara 
and sided with the German ring rg This 
lettor has not been made lic yet, but it 
surely will be when the matter becomes the 
subject of controversy in the papers. The 
great wonder wili be how such doctors as de- 
pend in a great degree on royal circles for 
patronage and position could disregard such 
a request. 

WHAT PROMPTED THE ACTION? 

A prominent surgeon, who refused to al- 
low his name to be quoted, said — * “It 
Will be hard to convince people that the col- 
lege was actuated by motives of professional 
honor and not by an acute attack of profes- 
sional jealousy. That was undoubtedly at 
the bottom of it. Few people outside of the 

rofession realize what a blow this is to Mac- 

enzie, and — g — when the Empress 
Victoria, backed by our Queen, almost went 
down on their knees to ward it 
off. Yet the vote of the college 
lacked only two votes of being unanimous. 
In my opinion the Empress bungled as badly 
in heading off this move as Mackenzie did in 
publishing the book. If, instead of writin 
a letter to the college, she had quietly call 
Sir Spencer Wells and one or two other 
prominent men to Osborne and made the mat- 
ter a rsonal affair instead of à college 
affair, think the resolution might have 
been suppressed. Empress Frederick has 
such a hold on popular 8 here 
just at present that the publication 
of the facts will probably cause the tide of 

ublic feeling to flow toward Mackenzie. 
The Empress feels persecuted enough at the 
course of events m Germany without an 
additional burden from our people. It is 
known that she personally wrote her son tne. 
Emperor a few days since asking him to put 
u stop to Bismarck’s revenge in keeping alive 
the Morier incident.”’ 

NEWS GATHERING ON THE CONTINENT. 
William Henry Smith and wife sailed for 

home today on the City of Chicago. When 
on the Continent Mr. Smith examined the 
system of getting news by press associations 
in such important news centres as Paris, 
Berlin, Vienna, Cologne, and Rome, anu says 
the system is ridiculous compared with the 
scope of the Associated Press in America. 

It is nearly impossible,” said Mr. Smith, 
“to telegraph news not doctored bv Govern- 
ment spies out of the great Capitals of Eu- 
rope. The — way a correspondent can 
give the public facts as they are is to send 
the matter to London by mail, and if he is 
suspected itis not sure that way. In Eu- 
ropean cities the public are so used get- 
ting nothing but a few facts filtered through 
Government channels that they cease to look 
for news, as Americans understand the 
word, and press associations make no effort 
to getitfor them. This is true of Rome, 
Berlin, and St. Petersburg, but I have made 
arrangements by which the Associated Press 
will give American — reliable news 
from the Vatican lon fore the continental 
papers get it, if they hear it at all. 

PHELPS AS “ HIS EXCELLENCY.” 

“T have met a great many Americans 
abroad.“ continued Mr. Smith, and a num- 
ber of them are much displeased at the ‘con- 
dition of things in the United States u- 
tions both in Berlin and London. In Berlin 
Minister Pendleton's illness obliges him to 
be absent from his post most of the time and 
affairs have fallen into the hands of Secre- 
tary Colman, who is unpopular with Ameri- 
cans in Germany. In London almost the last 
thing Mr. Phelps does before going away is 
one of the most undemocratic things he 
done here.

At that meeting a 
statement was prepared stating the reasons 
why Gen. Mahone should represert the South 


‘among the advisers of the President, and it 


was for the purpose of presenting this ad- 
dress to Gen. Harrison that the delegation 
visted him today. It might have been done 
just as well by one or two men, they ad- 
mitted, but the presence of all the twenty- 
two was thought to be more impressive evi- 
dence that there was substantial and earnest 
support of Gen. Mahone. 

_ PRESENTING THE ADDRESS. 

At a conference this morning Col. W. N. 
Craig was chosen as the spokesman of the 
delegation, and at 2 o’clock the visitors were 
received by Gen. Harrison. They remained 
in his presence about an hour. The address 
presented to the President-elect by Col. 
Craig reviewed the political condition of the 
South subsequent to the war, and the effect 
of different policies of administration. It 
had been demonstrated, it was believed, that 
amistake was made when Northern men 
were sentinto the South as office-holders, 
and the endeavor later to bring about better 
relations politically by a liberal treatment of 
Southern Democrats failed to accomplish 
what it was desired it should. In conse- 
quence up to 1887 the Republicans in the 
South were in a demoralized condition politi- 
cally; ana they were without organization, 
working hopelessly and aimlessly fora party 
aguinst which there was the most bitter 
prejudice. This was thesituation when Gen, 
Mahone as the leader of the liberal movee 
ment brought into the Republican ranks be> 
tween 60,000 and 75,000 voters. Under his 
leadership the Republican vote has rapidiy 
increased, and, with a fair count, the party 
is in the majority in Virginia. He has a 
greater personal following than any other 
man in the South, and be has brought to the 
party more votes than any other leader. The 
factional differences in Virginia were re- 
ferred to slightly, and it wasstated that 
they had been greatly magnified. It was the 
belief of the State Committee that fully 99 
per cent of the Republicans in Virginia are 
followers of Gen. Mahone. There is no man 
who can better or more satisfactorily repre- 
sent the whole South in the Cabinet, it was 
asserted, than Gen. Mahone. 

That if there was a Cabinet .office given to 
the Southern States, Mr. Craig said, Virginia 
should have it by reason of her past promi- 
nent place in the Union and of her present 
position as the foremost State of the South. 
Col. Craig urged that when, m 1881, the mo- 
mentous responsibility was placed upon Gen. 
Mahone in the United States Senate he 
had the courage, in spite of Democratic 
ahathemas, to save that body to the 
Republican party of thé Nation. That Gen, 
‘Mahone was the only prominent man South 
who dared lead such a movement; that now 
he has a party at his back eager and confitent 
of success; that as ip the North the senti- 
ment of the Federal soldiery controls politi- 
cal opinion so does the sentiment of the ex- 
Confederate soldiery control it in the South, 
and whatthe South needs is a Mahone’ in 
every Southern State.

This, 
however, cannot be regarded as responsible for 
future prophecies, since the scientific use of av- 
e can only refer to long periods and cannot 
safely be referred to in special short periodssuch 
as six mionths Or a year jn case of temperature 
and rainfall. My persofial opiaton is that no one 
hus reasonable grounds for 8 a late 
spring on the simple basis of the present winter 
being so far mild and open.

THAT CHALLENGE TO CAMBRIDGE, 


Capt. Woodruff Explains How the Misun- 
derstanding Arose, 

New Haven, Conn., Jan. 12.—[Special.]— 
Capt. Woodruff today made a statement rel- 
ative to the challenge said to have been sept 
by the Lale College Boat Club and accepted 
by the Cambridge University Captain. Itap- 
pears that the corréspondence was a wholly 
unauthorized communication by Mr. Cald- 
well of the 1887 crew to Mr. Wittleberry of 
the Camoridge crew. Mr. Caldwell, when 
asked for an explanation, said that the letter 
was a purely informal one of inquiry as to 
the prospéct of arranging such a race. He 
further acknowledged that he had re- 
ceived a cablegram accepting the chal- 
lenge and naming April 15 as the date 
for the race. Capt. Woodruff contin- 
ued: “The matter had assumed such 
a shape that I thought it best totake up the 
correspondence officialiy, and at my request 
President Snipe wrote to Cambridge suggest- 
ing a race to take piace hext August, ex- 
plaining the unofficial nature of the Caldwell 
letter and asking a free l on 
the first official act of the Vale College Boat 
Ciub in the matter of a race with Cambridge.

that city authorities can not only regulate 
the charges of telephores, but also the 
charges of gas companies, electric light com- 
panies, and other corporations using the city 
streets, or who may disturdD them in the 
course of their operations. He is especially 
desirous, however, that the Legislature shail 
enable the Council to grapple with the Gas 
Trust ana the telephone monopoly, 

A few disgruntled organs, principaliy of 
the Democratic persuasion, have tried to be 
severe in their criticism of the Mayor during 
the week for his approval of the telephone 
ordinance passed by the Council a week ago 
last Friday. The Democratic organs threaven 
to make political capital out of it, and one 
journal which ought to know better iusmu- 
ates that his statements concerning the sub- 
ject were not made in good faith.” 

WHY THE MAYOR SIGNED. 

When the Mayor announced that he had 

signed the ordinance in the Council Monday 


night he explained that he thought tne ordi-

city could induce the monopoly to 
accept. The ordinance, he said, had 
been carefully considered by the Finance 
Committee, in which he has the fullest confi- 
dence, It had been recommended oy that 
committee. There was only one dissenticat 
member who signed the minority report op- 
posing the ordinance. It had been passed by 
the Council by a vote of 29 to 14, more than 
two to one. It contained a provision estab- 
lishing the valuabie precedent that a public 
corporation operating under a municipai or- 
d'inance should contribute to the support 
of the municipal government. There 
Was at the same time a provision carefully 
guarding against an increase in the rates 
charged users. The city, besides deriving an 
income of from $28,000 to $35,000, obtained 
through the ordinance services in Connection 
with the Police and Fire Departments and 
for the public offices worth from $15,000 to 
$20,000. At the same time the ordinance re- 
served to the city the right, whenever it 
shoula get the power through the action of 
the Legislature, to reguiate rates for instru- 
ments and to impose a tax on them. 
The ordinance was admittedly a tem- 
porary expedient, a means of bridging over 
the time until the General Assembly in- 
crvased the power of the Council to deal 
with this and other monopolies, The Mayor 
could not, without subjecting himself to 
charges of demagogy, have vetoed the ordi- 
nance, and it would have been cowardly un- 
der the circumstances not to sign it. et it 
is heid by the disgruntled journal that the 
Mayor is censurable, that he shouid never 
have trusted to the Legislature, aad that he 
should have kept the whole subject open a 
year or two longer. It is taken as a 
matter of course that the allegation that 
Aluermen would fix telephone charges when 
the Legislature conferred the power to do 
so will deceive no one, and the critic of 
the disgruntied organ also sagely observes 
that tne telephone interest, with as power- 
ful a lobby force as its vast resources can 
command, will tight all such Uitigation.“ 
PURSUED THE RIGHT COURSE. 

The journal from which these quotations 
are made finds fault with the Mayor because 
he did not assume that a majority of the 
members of the General Assembiv are a set 
of rascals and corruptionists who 
can be bribed to * oppose use- 
ful and necessary legisiation ; that 
they can be controlled by a monopoly 
for base and sinister purposes by means of 
their vast resources. That is the position 
which it would have the Mayor assume. The 
Mayor properly refused to act in that way. 
Had he vetoed the ordinance, as his critics 
say he should, he would by implication have 
condemned the action of his Finance Com- 
mittee, which is of his own choosing, and 
with which nis relations have been pleasant. 
He would at the sametime have condemned 
the action of .a two-thirds majority of the 
Council, containing men hke Ald. Wetherell, 
Dixon, Tieaemann, Mainerre, and Gorton, 
who voted for the ordinance, Because he 
refused to 7 himself in that position at the 
dictation of Ald. Burke, Ald. Nohe, and Ald. 
Muivibill he is condemned by the organs 
and is accused of “conniving & the de- 
traval of the public.” 

The history of this ordinance justifies the 
course of the Mayor inevery respect. He 
did the best thing that was ble for toe 
city under the circumstances. It was his 
Corporation Counsel, whose course in the 
matter has been as severely criticised as 
that of the Mayor, who discovered that 
the Chicago Telephone Company was operat- 
ing in this city without an ordinance, 
Tbe discovery of this fact led some of the 
Aldermen to believe that the telephone com- 
pany could be made to reduce its rates or to 
pay a tax to the city under a new ordinance. 
The question was mooted @ year or more 
ago Ty Ald. Wheeler, one of the ablest 
supporters of Mayor Roche in the Council. 
He pro that tne telephone com- 
pany be taxed from $10 to 6 for each 
instrument. The city needed revenue and 
it couid be derived in that way, while care 
cou d be taken to prevent any increase of 
rates. As a result of Ald. Wheeier’s agita- 
tion of the subject the telephone company 
proposed to pay a tax of 9% — instru- 
ment per annum in exchange for the passage 
of an ordinance dratted by its own attor- 
neys. Aid. Wheeler, who was the head of 
the License Committee at the time, did not 
think that the company should be allowed to 
name the terms. fhe matter was allowed to 
drop for some time.

Commissioner Blair returned from Spring- 
field yesterday.

The late Prof. Friend of electric sugar 
fame knew the age in which he lived. He 
understood that a successful fraud must be 
scientific; he saw bogus mines foisted on the 
public with scientific indorsements; he read 
what men of science wrote about quack 
medicines; he realized that in an epoeh when 
knowledge “was diffused, when everybody 
knew something and nobody knew much, a 
swindler with a smattering of science would 
be as prosperous as a lecturer with a smat- 
tering of metaphysics. If Robert Macaire 
had lived today he would have called him- 
self, not a promoter or financier, but 
a man of science. He would have 
proposed to cut a canal in impos- 
sible places; would have subsidized 
newspapers to describe its topography; 
would have launched his bubble with the aid 
of alottery, and when it burst and the 
poorest classes in the nation found them- 
selves ruined, he would have received the 
sympathy of crowned heads and would have 
been canonized as one of the martyrs of 
science, | 

The Electric Sugar Company was strictly 
scientific. Its founder, with his mystery, his 
laboratory, and tne abracadabra of his 
art, has his counterpartin every great city 
that lays claim to civilization. 

Here is Glasgow, for example. 

Not long ago the citizens of Glasgow, com- 
mouly reputed a hard-headed race, were 
thrown into a spasm of excitement. The 
local papers announced that Mr. Mactear 
of the St. Rollox Works had discovered the 
long sought secret of producing real dia- 
monds artificially. He had submitted speci- 
mens to leading men of science. The value 
of his discovery was everywhere confirmed. 
Possessors of rich jewelry were in despair. 
The diamond market was sensibly affected. 

Prof. Story Maskelyne pricked the bubole. 

He wrote to the London Times; The grains 
of dust which Mr. Mactear submitted to me 
were placed between a plate of topaz and a 
polished surface of sapphire. The particles 
were ground into powder and did not even 
scratch the topaz. They could not have been 
diamonds.” - | 

Mr. Mactear retired. But England had 
been excited by the incident, and in a few 
weeks Prof. Maskelyne wrote again to the 
Times, announcing that the discovery which 
Mr. Mactear had failed to make had now 
been made by Mr. J. Ballantyne Hannay, 
also of Glasgow, who would submie the re- 
sults of his experiments to the Roval Society. 
The excitement revived. A company was 
formed. Many collectors cold their stocks. 
And when the sensation had run its course 
Prof, Roscoe and other leaders of the scien- 
tific world said there was botning in it, and 
Mr. J. Ballantyne Hannay, with his scientific 
supporter, souzht the oblivion which had 
overwhelmed Mr. Mactear. 4 

A FRENCH BUBBLE. 

France is at this moment passing through 
& similar agitation. MM. Frémy and Ver- 
neuil, two Parisian chemists, announce that, 
after twelve years of assiduous study, they 
have succeeded ia producing the ruby. That 
the ruby was composed of crystallized alum- 
ina had long been known. The difficulty was 
to crystallize the alumina artificially. The 
Freaochmen state that they bave done it with 
the aid of barium. Their laboratory is filied 
with rubies artificially produced. 

The Panama excitement being on the 
wane, there have been hundreds of specu- 
lators ready to handle the invention of MM. 
Frémy anc Verneuil. Rubies have been 
growing more valuable every year, 
and those which the chemists produce 
are not, they claim, the common Balas 
ruby, rose red, but the true Oriental variety. 
One of the specimens on exhibition 1s as big 
as that formerly possessed by a King of 
Ceylon, which, according to Marco Polo, was 
a span long, as thick as a man’s arm, flaw- 
less, and considered so valuable that Kubla 
Khan offered a city as the price of it. The 
French people are enormously impressed by 
the statements of MM. Frémy and Ver- 
neuil 

And the Academy of Sciences? 

ihe Academy of Sciences merely laughs. 
„% One more bubble,” it says, and a bubble 
that will soon be pricked. Fortunately the 
consequences cannot be serious.“ 

France, indeed, is the centre of most of 
these queer inventions. M. Féré, a reputa- 
bie biologist, announces that he has found an 
electrical woman. The news of his dis- 
covery has been scattered over the world. 
The Society of Biology recently invited him 
to discuss it before them. Tne President ex- 
amined him. 

„Who is your patient?“ he asked. 

„A lady of high society at Blois,“ replied 
M. Féré. 

„How often are her symptoms noticeable?” 

„Whenever the weather is unusually dry. 
When it rains she is not electrical at all.“ 

She would be a practical barometer,“ said 
a member of the society. 

„Again,“ said M. Féré, “itis only when 
she is in contact with a substance which con- 
ducts electricity that she can produce her 
extraordinary effects. Attimes she cannot 
undress herself, for her clothes cling to her 
skin, producing a crackling sound. At night 
her hair seems to bristle and emit sparks. 
Her fingers attract ribbons, lace, quill pens, 
and especially paper.“ 

The Society of Biology received this 
evidence with Pickwickian gravity. It has 
now issued u report, mentioning M. Féré’s 
high character, stating that the phenomenon 
was not incredible, and drawing analogies 
from electrical fisbes, espevially the torpedo 
and eel, which have power to stun if you 
touch head and tail simultaneously. The 
dime museum being unknown in France, a 
commercial company has been formed to use 
the remarkable powers attributed to M. 
Féré’s patient.

Water,“ said 
one school, forgettypg that subterranear 
oceans, subject like” others to the law 
of tides, would produce periodical earth- 
quakes. “ Fire,” said Leibnitz and Descartes, 
omitting to explain how fire could burn with- 
out oxygen. Rock,“ said Sir Humphrey 
Davy, supported by recent discoveries that 
the theory ot temperature increasing as one 
descends is based on far too few local obser-

4 the Pro- 
paganda has referred to Cardinal Melchers 
the controversy between the Irish and the 
German Catholic Bishops in the -United 
States puts an end to the Giplomatic evasions 
with which the existence of the controversy 
has been discreetly met, When Bishop 
Dwenger of Fort Wayne returned a fortoight 
ago from Rome he denied that he knew 
anything adout an antagonism of this nature. 
The Bishop kept within the bounds ot truth 
and the limitations of the question as direct- 
ly put to him by a correspondent who had 
not adroitness or information equal to the 
emergency. It would have been clearly im- 
proper forthe plelate ta divulge business 
that came up in the Baltimore Council, or to 
anticipate by even a conjecture the decision 
at Rome upon an ecclesiastical issue. He is 
known to be cautious afid resolute, and his 
reserve completety baffled the reporters. 

The truth must now come out. The ques- 
tion is not one of personal or official rivairy, 
but of church progress as the ablest and 
most judicious of the American Catholic 
ecclesiastics Mew it. They declare, with a 
moderation of language and courtesy of de- 
portment toward the non:-Engl‘sh speaking 
congregations which have not been altogeth- 
er successful in preventiug irritation, that it 
is indispensable to the conservation of the 
Catholic faith and discipline that all instruc- 
tion under the auspices of the church shal! be 
in the English language. This is absolutely 
authentic. ‘he Bishops fortify their po- 
siuon by citations at great length 
from the evclesiastical records, in- 
cludin official trials by diocesan 
councils, of the difficulties Which 
have prevailed in various parts of the United 
States between the Bishops and congrega- 
tons and clergy who do not employ the lau- 
guage of the country. These difficulties 
have been of long duration, of acute and dis- 
edifying passion, involving in some instances 
loss of life, riots, and injury to property. 
In other instances the civil courts have been 
appealed to and what the church looks on as 
scandal of grave nature has been perpetuat- 
ed by the wall that divided the non-English 
Catholics from their ecclesiastical superiors. 

Earnest efforts have been made to suppress 
or minimize these difficulties. It is said that 
Archbishoo Feehan of Chicago, like his pre- 
decessor, Bishop Foley, has had repeated and 
irritating resistance to his wishes in per- 
fectly reasonable matters by the Poles of 
that diocese, and that he has believed there 
wouid have beeh none were his wishes un- 
derstood. In the diocese of St. Paul the 
suavity and popularity of Archbishop Ire- 

land, who is a universal favorite, did not 
avert collisions with the non-Englisn-speak- 
ing portion of his people.

M He has been succeeded by another, 
Bishop Foley, who is making slow progress 
in bringing back the Poles into the pale of 
ofhciai direction. Bishop Foley does not hes- 
itate to declare that most if not all the diffi- 
culty would huve been avoided in the begin- 
ning had the Poles understood the English 
language. His predecessor was at the mercy 
of interpreters who may have been corrupt 
and who were certainly mischievous. 

In the mining regions of Pennsylvania and 
Ohio similar evils have prevailed, and the 
same barrier of different speech has aggra- 
vated and prolongea them. In some of these 
districts it has been all but impossible to 
reach the drunkenness and immorality of 
the miners, whose treatment of their wives 
and abuse and neglect of their children indi- 
cate that better waves only arouse their 
worst passions by affording them vicious 
stimulation. Each nationality, being clau- 

nish and superstitious, has insisted on hav- 
ing priests of its own race, It has not been 
possible always to comply with this demand; 
ano in frequent instances the priests who 
have accompanied such colonies from the 
heartof Europe have been unworthy and 
little above the average of the illiterates 
to whom they ministered. In some portions 
of New England tne same question has 
arisen between Bishops and French-Cana- 
dian parishes. Were the congregation was 


+ mixed each portion wanted a clergyman of 


its own class. This led to the wasteful cut- 
ting of parishes and the fomenting of race 
antipathies. ) 

The culmination of all these conflicts was 
a resolution on the part of the great majority 
of the English-speaking Bishops not to recog- 
nize a race or language demand on the part 
of any parish. The German priests, both 
those in great orders like the Franciscan, the 
Dominican, and the Redemptorist and the 
reculars, became a unit against the resolu- 
tuon so far as it affected their own peo- 
ple. They are tenacious of German 
traditions and proud of German liter- 
ature, art, and music. They resent 
with acrimony the total abstinence 
tendencies of several leading Irish-American 
Bishops, and look upon the man as an imbe- 
cile who cannot drink enough and not get 
drunk. A few of the German Bishops acqui- 
esced in the proposal that English should be 
made compulsory in all day and Sunday 
schools. Bishop Dwenger was one of these. 
He carried to Rome documents and argu- 
ments bearing on it. Cardinal Gibbons has 
forwarded a comprehensive thesis covering 
the whole subject. Bishop Keane of the new 
Catholic University, now in Rome, is one of 
its most ardent supporters, 

In addition to the reasons already indicated 
the American Bishops who ask Rome to make 
this order claim that the Germans and other 
non-English-speaking congregations main- 
tain in this country an alſenism intellectual 
and political, which is abhorrent to Ameri- 
can ideas. They assert the longer im- 
migrants are kept ignorant of the speech of 
the country longer they are ig- 
norant of its Civil laws and prejudiced against 
its spirit and institutions, To this the Ger- 
mans reply that tne real tendency of the 
time in the United States is skeptical, and 
that the English-speaking Catholics are rap- 


idly becoming cold to the church, or openly 


indifferent or actually hostile. To the charge 
of alienism they answer that most of the 
Irish-American Catholics and ciergy, high 
and low, are. Home-Rulers first and other 
things afterwards, and that they prevented 
Home from putting an end to Irish agitation 
in the United States by implied threats that 
the Irish-American Catholics would pay no 
attention to any mandate attempting to re- 
strict the freedom of their action in politics, 
either American or foreign. 

This is tre status cf the controversy. Car- 
dinal Melchers is a fair man. according to 
opinion so far as ascertained, Belgian by blood. 
he speaks English and French and is well in- 
formed in coftemporaneows affairs. The 
Germans will make a stubborn fight for their 
language. The other nationalities will be 
less vigorous. A compromise settlement is 
anticipa'ed. Every congregation will be re- 
quired to have English taught in church and 
school, whether Sunday or week-day, and 
the intercourse between the people and the 
clergy will be required to be Anglicized as 
rapidly as possible. Other languages may 
also be taught in the week-day schools, but 
English will be the official language of,the 
church in tne United States. This forecast 
of the result is looked upon as highly prob-

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LANGUAGE FIGHT IN CATHOLIC CHURCH. COMING OF THE MESSIAH. 


THE SENSE IN WHICH ADVANCED HE- 
BREWS NOW UNDERSTAND IT. 


It Is Taken Figuratively and Is Practically 
a Synonym for the Millennium—Points 
‘on the Assimilation of Jew and Gentile 
—The Tippecanoe Club Votes to Extend 
Its Membership—An Argument Against 

a Compulsory Sunday Observance. 

“Is the Messiah of Israel come!“ 

This question was asked of Lawyer Adolf 
Moses last evening anda dispatch was shown 
him at the same time, which was printed in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE, detailing an interview had in 
Paris with Baron Gereuth de Hirsch, the well- 
known banker-philanthropist. Among other 
things contained in the dispatch was the follow- 


“The Jews have long ago lost faith in the 
literal incarnation of the Messiah. That would 
not be compatible with the ideas of modern 
civilization. Butanew doctrine has now taken 


root in the hearts of Jews all over the worid— 


the doctrine of assimilation with Christianity— 
and the apostie of this doctrine, destined to 
bring about the salvation of Israel, is now in 
Paris, and is no other thap Baron Gereuth de 
Hirsch, the well-known Parisian banker, who 
has given over a hundred millions of francs in 
Russia and Austria alone towards carrying out 
this giorious conception.“ 

Mr. Moses carefuily read the dispatch. “That 
is nonsense,“ he answered. ‘There is no truth 
init. The article was evidently gotten up by 
some one of the anti-Semitic clique now in Paris. 
Of Baron Hirseh I know little else than that he 
is A man of great liberality ana philanthropy. 
There are sporadic cases of intermerriages; but 
assimilation of Jew and Christian cannot for 
various reasons come about for centuries. The 
number of Jewsin the world today is larger 
than it ever was before. The majority of them 
are in Europe—in Russia, Austria. Herzegovina, 
and other countries. They are all of the most 
orthodox type; have never ceased to be perse 
cuted, and their hatred of the Christian on that 
account is of the intensest nature. For this 
reason this alleged movement of assimilation 
couldn't come from them. If these people of 
Russia will give up their hate it certainiy will be 
a step forward.“ a 

But what of the advent of the Messiah!“ 

“The ‘Messiah of Israel’ is now used asa 
figure of speech. The advanced Jew does not 
believe now in the literal coming of a Messiah 
in real flesh and bone. By the advent of the 
Messiah we mean the advent of universal broth- 


erhood, the reign of peace on earth and good will 


toward allmen. Baron Hirsch is doing what he 
can to bring thatend about in Kussia, to draw 
Jew and Christian nearer together in a common 
bona of sympathy by removing all the old-time 
Prejudices which have made the Jewish race 
such an exclusive people. In that sense Baron 
Hirsch is a Messiah in Israel. But the Messiah 
Will not have come till assimilation shall have 
been pertected. Two factors would bring about 
assimilation. In my judgment neither can be 
expected for several centuries.”’ 

And what are these factors?“ 

* Intermarriage and the rising of intellect above 
prejudice, America is far in advance of the rest 
of the world in this respect. There is not a coun- 
try where the Jew is better treated tran here. 
The people of America are a fair-minded people. 
America justly deserves the title of the ‘liberal- 
minded country '’—the land of freedon.. Its peo- 
ple are better educated than those of any other 
country of the sun, and its civilization—I say it 
without fear of coniradiction—is the highest in 
the world today.

A Minister Argues That It Would Be a 
Failure and Obnoxious. 

The Rev. J. W. Morton in an address to the 
Congregation of Seventh-Day Baptists at Pacific 
Garden Mission yesterday delivered a strong 
remonstrance against the proposal to establish a 
civil or rehgious Sunday as promulgated by the 
supporters of the Blair bill.

OPPOSED TO, ANOTHER CONTRACT. 


Taxpayers Object to the County Sending 
Boys to Feehanville. N 

An attack was made in the Circuit Court yes- 
terday on St. Mary's Training School for Boys, 
at Feehanville, and an injunction is sought to 
prevent the county from making another con- 
tract with the school for paying in a certain sum 
per capita for each dependent boy. The com- 

lainants are Edward A. Stearns and John M. 
stiles, taxpayers, who sue on behalf of them- 
selves and any other taxpayers who may choose 
to share the expenses. They make St. Mary's 
Training School and its Board of Directors, the 
County of Cook, the Board of County Commis- 
sioners, and County Treasurer George R. Davis 
defendants. 

The complainants proceedon the recent de- 
cision of the Supreme Court in the case which 
County Attorney Bliss brought against the 
Chicago Industrial School for Girls, wherein the 
court held that that institution was sectarian, 
and that the Constitution prohibits the payment 
of money to such. They say that the school is 
an institution under church control within the 
meuning of Section 3, Article 8, of the Constitu- 
tion, and that its officers propose to get from the 
county a contract by waicn it shall pay 8 a 
month for small boys, $7 a month for large boys, 
and $9 a month for cripples, as it has been doing. 
That the: County Commissioners are willing to 
aid and abet this intent, and that the County 
Treasurer intends to pay the money if the Board 
of Commissioners makes the contract. 

Messrs. Stevens and Stiles say that the pro- 
posals involve a violation of the public trust re- 
posed in the Commissioners and County Treas- 
urer, because they are contrary to the constitu- 
tional provisions. It is asserted that among the 


religious denominations of the world the Roman 


Catholic Church, which is the particular church 
dominating the training school, has particular 
prominence, is @ church of the most elaborate 
and powerful sort, and is provided with an or- 
ganization of the most efficient description, and 
is able to sway its members in the most unquali- 
fied manner. It is alleged that in conducting 
the training school the officers proceed with the 
object of subserving the interest of the Roman 
Church and that the boys for whose support the 
county pays are trained in the Catholic form of 
worship. The complainants say that the present 
contract with the county expired Dec. 31, and 
that, though the officers of tne school and the 
County Commissioners know the Supreme Court 
decision, they Will enter into another contract 
unless restrained by the court. The court is 
usked to enjoin the defendants from making any 
contract, and also to restrain the training school 
from suing the county.

[SECRETS OF THE WALTZ 


THE WALTZ PROPER REMAINS UN- 
CBANGED FROM SEASON TO SEASON, 
i K 
Proficiency in This Dance Cultivates Grace 
‘of Movement and Command of the 
Limbs in All Others—Some Points That 
Beginners Wil Appreciate—How to 
Avoid Collisions and Other Embarrassing 
Accidents—Some Positions Illustrated. 
„What is the most popular dance this sea- 
son! . the professor, raising his 
eyebrows in mild but polite surprise. Why, 
the waltz, to be sure. There is never any- 
thing most popular but the waltz. It has 
held a preéminent position in social enter- 
tainment almost from the time it was first 


quently styled the German national dance.’ 
Just when it arose it is difficult, of course, to 
say, but it was some time in the latter part 
of the eighteentn century. It was discov- 
ered by the French and English early in 
this century, and made instant progress into 
popularity all over the eivilized world. We 
begin with that in teaching our students for 
two reasons: First. perhaps. because it is 
the one thing the student is most ambitious 
to learn, and, as arule, youknow society peo- 
peers not much inclined to go through a 
ong season of dry and routine exercises, as 
piano students have to, before they reach 
the practice of the thing they ultimately 
wish to master. 
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ABOUT TO BEGIN. 


The second reason, which is the better one 
from the point of view of the terpsichorean 
artist, is that a good waltz step cultivates 
that grace of movement and command of 
the limbs which is essential to good dancing 
of any variety. I can imagine that one may 
begin with dances, such as the Virginia reel 
and the simpler quadrilies, and go through 
the evolutions required by them in perfect 
form. Yet, if this were case, when he 
came to take up the waitz he would be just 
as badly off as if he were a novice, with the 
single 1 that he would have learned 
to pose well when not in motion. The fact 
is, however, that few people who begin with 
the square dances learn to do them well. 

“If you were ever at a country ball you 
have only to remember the styles in vogue 
there to see the truth of this. Your coun- 
tryman, who, doubtless, takes as much de- 
light in dancing as the most cultivated mem- 
ber of the Four Hundred, 1s full of life and 
energy, and is ail action regardless of grace, 
In acrude way his movements are rhythmical, 
but the no uniformity in the steps he 
takes, and adozen different steps may be in 
use during the same dance by as many dif- 
ferent people. Such a man, accustomed to 
holding his hands behind his back and keep- 
mg up a light shuffle at every bar of the mu- 
sic, or even cavorting about the room more 
violently, would cut a rather sorry figure in 
the society waltz, even granting that he 
knew somewhat about the movements. So, 
as ILSay, it is the best thing to begin with 
the waltz; because there we cultivate that 

which is necessary to all society be- 
avior.. The man who has learned to waltz 
well will find all other dances and all other 
behsvior easy matters to acquire.“ 
FIRST PRINCIPLSS. 
What is the first thing taught to the be- 


ow the pupil how to stand cor- 
rectly while waiting for that bar of the music 
to sound which will be his cue for beginning 
to dance. The initial pose is, of course, nat- 
ural and easy to learn, though it is frequent- 
ly a somewhat difficult matier to impress 


upon the pupil that he or she must not crook 


the elbow or raise the hands above that point 
where they naturally lie when clasped. 
Your awkward waltzer takes the lady’s 
ha in a firm grip and raises it 
the level of his face, 
and with his other arm he either 
ps her tightly about the waist or seizes 
t elbow and starts out on a dance as if he 
were a fish with fins on each side fully ex- 
tended. All that is wretched. The iady’s 
hands should rest lightly upon his arm just 
below the shoulder, and his hand should just 
touch the back of her waist. When we have 
i this rule upon the pupil the next 
thing is to learn the step. This 1s to be taught 
by imitation, of course, and the only general 
point that I can give about it without giving 
a lesson outright is that in making the step 
the toe sho not be turnedin. It is the 
mistake made by all dancers who are care- 
less or who have been poorly taught.“

“Take the case of Joe Parish, the expert 
pickpocket. ‘“Sealskin Joe,” they ed 
him. He came out of the penitentiary witha 
determination to turn honest. Establish: 

a billiard hall at Davenport, he was successfu 
and respected. One day a Chicago detective 
drop into the place and a few hours later 
every man, woman, and child in Davenport 
knew that Parish was Seaiskin Joe,“ the 
most famous pickpocket in America. A pros- 
perous business was ruined and the man who 
wanted to be honest was driven forth a thief. 
He was soon after convicted of crime and 
after aterm in the penitentiary he came 
back to Chicago a short time ago, broken in 
health and spirits. He is now running a lit 
tle grocery store on the South Side and will 

bably remain honest the rest of his life if 

is given a chance. 

THE FAMOUS FORGER. 

Another notebie case of reformation 1s 
that of Charles O. Brockway, in his day one 
of the most successful and expert forgers in 
the United States—a man who has swindled 
banks outof thousands and thousands of 
dollars and for many years the Nead of a 
most dangerous gang of forgers. Ten years 
ago he was arrested here, but he succeeded 
in getting out ou bail and went East.

„He went to Boston and showed to the 
banks there an ingenious arrangement whict. 
he had gotten up for the purpose of prevent- 
ing forgeries on banks, and took the agency 


of some things which he went around selling 


to business houses, not trying to deny 
his identity, but telling everybody who 
and what he was. About four months ago 
he came to this city poor and sick. He saw 
me, explained his circumstances, and I loaned 
him some money, which he paid with scruou- 
lous honor. He got the agency in this city 


and with deep furrows under his optics 
ambled up to the dock. A 300-pound police- 
man had him by the collar and admonished 
him by frequent jerks to look the Judge in 
de eye an’ he’d be easy wid’im. The little 
man’s nose had taken on that peculiar rubi- 
cund glow only to be found in one who at- 
tends strictly to his nose. Crevices were to 
be seen in it similar to those visible in a 
fully developed orange.

Late Marriages Recall Stories That Are 
Worth Reading. 

Many diplomats have recently wedded 
Americans, A few years ago, however, 
there was even a greater eagerness to wed 
American girls, One Del Campo of the Chilian 
Legation angled earnestly and widely for an 
American girl with a fortune. He was a 
rogue and kept the city in an uproar by his 


sprees. After an unusually impassioned ap- 


peal to a Washington girl he was recalled, 
and returning by way of Panama he wrote a 
letter to her, purporting to come from a 
friend, describing in vivid language an 
account of the rejected Del Campo’s 
death by the dread fever of the tropics.

Few of those who groped their way 
through a thick fog to the first performance 
of “Germinie Lacerteux” at the Odeon 
Theatre suspected that they were going to 
take partin the greatest battle ever fought 
by the school of modern Naturalism. The 
Odeon, situated in the heart of the Latin 
Quarter, is usually regarded as a training 
ground for the Théatre Frangais. Heavily 
subventioned by the State its field is tne 
classicai and poetic drama. Its productions 
attract all the intelligence of Paris. 

The Naturalists had recently been growing 
bold. M. Antoine, a manager and actor, had 
set up a playhouse, known as the Theatre 


Libre, for the purpose of giving them a 
hearing. He had there produced pieces 
which the disciples of Emile Zola considered 
remarkable for their fidelity to nature. 
Other people considered them disgusting. 
The censorship refused to forbid them. 
“You Parisians,” it virtually said, “have 
by your toleration made Zola what he is. 
Now see into what quagmires his followers 


lead you.“ 

The principal gods in the Naturalistic 
Walhalle are Flaubert. the brothers De 
Goncourt, and Zola, Edmond de Goncourt, 
the survivor of the two brothers, went to M. 
Porel, managef of the Odeon, and said: 
„ The time is ripe for our gospel. The suc 
cess of the Théatre Libre proves it. Why 
should a man like Antoine be the apostle of 
the movement? Why not lead it yourself?” 

And Porel was seduced into accepting the 
play which Edmond de Goncourt had based 
on his novel of Germinie Lacerteux.”

The question now arises: How 
did Hoyt and Thomas become acquainted with 
even the chorus if the song is not yet published? 
It is said that Mr. Hoyt accepted an invitation 
from members of the Bohemian Club in Frisco, 
and while 28 that hospitality purloined 
the chorus of the song, which was sung at the 
time by the composer. 

This charge of uterary theft, aggravated by 
alleging the time and seems to have 
exasperated Mr. Hoyt. He replies in the 
Clipper by thwacking Mr. Daniels on the 
ribs. He writes: 

In the strongest language I can use I want to 
say that Mr. Daniéls’ conduct in appropriating 
the “ Razzle Dazzle” song is in the 8 — de- 
gree unprofessional.

effective. Mr. Daniels entered the theatre on a 
free ticket, heard my arrangement of the song, 
Saw its great success, and appropriated every- 
thing. He has acted in a most unprofessional 
manner. I denounce his statement that I pur- 
loined the song from the Bohemian Club as a lie. 
Here was a distinct issue of veracity. Did 
the author of this great song, the composer 
respectfully mentioned by Mr. Daniels as 
illard T. Barton Esq.,“ and more simply 
by Mr. Hoyt as Mr. Barton,“ give the 
original copy“ to Mr. Daniels, or did he 
tender it to Mr. Hoyt, while his guest in New 
York? lis it true that Mr. Hoyt abused the 
hospitality of the Bohemian Club in San 
Francisco? is it true that Mr. Daniels en- 
tered Mr. Hoyt’s theatre, on a free ticket!“ 
These momentous problems are still further 
complicated by the last letter which Mr. 
Hoyt has added to the already voluminous 
correspondence.

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The Metropolis Has Enjoyed the Whole 
Wagnerian Series Except “ Parsifal.” 

„Parsifal“ is the only one of Wagner’s 
operas which has never been rendered in 
America, now that the Nibelungen series has 
been completed by the performance of its 
prologue Das Rheingold.” Compared with 
the other works of the trilogy the “ Rhine- 
gold“ is simple in musical structure, being 
built on a few elementary motives which 
afterwards follow us through the complica- 
tions of the long drama and form the basis of 
its colossal musical action. Io the Rhine- 
gold” we have the beginnings of things. 
We are introduced to the dear, 
simple, stupid old gods; to the primitive in- 
telligences which, according to the Teutonic 
imagination, ordered the world serenely be- 
fore the dawn of knowledge and the copse- 
quent awakening of evil. We are shown 


| how this sublime serenity was first disturbed 


by the greed of power, and how the satisfac- 
tion of that greed compelied the invocation 
of cunning, and ushered in the long train of 
evils under whose dominion the world still 


| travails. To understand this mystical pro- 


logue to the creation it is necessary to throw 
off the garment of time and sense, to hve 
imaginatively oa the shore of a world peopled 
only by primeval forces—each simple, strong, 

irect; each representing one idea and no 
other of the universal mind. 

Waguner's musical and poetic interpretation 
of this theme gives all possible assistance to 
the imagination; there is something in it 
suggestive of limitless spaces, of vast, un- 
trained powers, of energy unruffled by pas- 
sion. The short prelude suggests this by the 
simple grandeur of its opening theme, which 
gradually approaches the concrete in an un- 
dulating, wavy movement that prepares one 
for the rising of the curtain upon the depths 
of the Rhine. : 1 

Here we have a scene of exquisite beauty 
in which a difficult illusion is admirabiy 
sustained. We gaze into flowing waters and 
watch the soft ligüut shimmering through 
them from above and streaking their course 
with lines of silver. The three Khine- 
daughters appear one by one from 
among the rocks swimming around 
and around the central reef, at whose 
summit sleeps the mystical Rhinegold. Their 
long diaphanous draperies float out behind 
them, half concealing the mermaid tails; 
their hair and arms are twined with trailing 
silvery weeds, and their song is the murmur 
of flowing waters. At no point is the illusion 
marred by tue intrusion of the ridiculous or 
the incongruous, and he must be prosaic in- 
deed whose imagination is not immediately 


keyed up to the mystical tone, carried beyund | 


the human into communion with primitive 
and vast ideas. 

The emergence of the @warfed, warped 
Alberich from his underground kingdom, his 
pursuit ot the Rhine maidens and their 
laughing escape, his amazement as the sacred 
gold is touched to brilliancy by the 
rising sun, and his renunciation of love 
and theft of the treasure which 
would bring him power—ail this gives 
us the first step in the action of the fourfold 
drama which ends with the fall of tne gods. 
Here as elsewhere througuout tne “ Rhine- 
gold we feel the dominant presenee of com- 
edy, a certain largeness of simplicity, a prim- 
itiveness of motive which beam like the 
broad good smile of the earth at the first 
dawn. Wotan saluting Valhalla, the new 
built home of tne gods, but refusing to pay 
to the giants the promised price for their 
building; their seizure of the rose-crowned 

oddess of youth, for whose possession they 
ad wrought the towers; the appeal of the 
one tor her redemption to Loki, the scarlet 
re-god, the spirit of mischief; and his in- 
troduction of craft into their simple 
counsels—what could be more remote 


than all this from Rossini’s idea of 
an opera, for example! And yet 
it is in the unveiling of such ideas music 
finds its most appropriate sphere. at has 


music to do with the definite, the human, the 
real? Who could seta bound to the march 
of thought through one of Beethoven’s sym- 
phonies? It is in its direct alliance with the 
infinite, in its upward reach for feeling that 
lies beyond the grasp of words, that the power 
of music consists. It is not improbable that 
the future may leave to the dramatic art the 
interpretation of purely human emotions, and 
give music free range among the mysteries. 

Herr Alvary’s concepuon of Loki is per- 
haps too trivial, too little touched with imagi- 
nation, not sufficiently suggestive of the deep- 


oer symbolism of the character which stands 
for the dawn of knowledge in a heaven ot in- 


nocence —a Mephistopheles not yet sated 
with experience, stili delighted with his dis- 
covery of the power of gu Yet Alvary is 
icturesque, though he does not succeed in 
ing tic.

Musically this Loki left little to 
be desired, for Alvary has happily recovered 
from his recent indisposition.
